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‘The Head Start Program, which 
takes children from lower income 
families and in effect gives them 
six weeks of kindergarten, before 
they enter public schools had been 
cut off, in Wilmington, by the 
Federal authorities. Wilmington 
was one of the few towns in the 
country which was not trying to 
exceed its quota, and as a result 
was spending less than $15,000 
for its Head Start Program. The 
cut-off point had been decided, 
last winter at $15,000, and Wil- 
mington was one of the towns that 
was cut off, 

“We appealed to all the authori- 
ties" Pierce told the Town Crier. 
“We wrote to Senator Kennedy and 
Senator Brooks - and in a letter 
from the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, we have 
now been told that we are eligible 
for 1971 funds of $11,069". 

Pierce said he was,very pleased 
with the results, even though it is 
a smaller amount of money, 
that “‘it will never happen again’ 
+ ‘meaning losing out - “unless 
they. wipe.out the act itself: 

Pierce was happy over the 


Federal funds allocated to Wil- 
mington, and paid credit to his 

assistants, Derek Little, Ass’t. 

Superintendent of Schools: and 

Jerry Houghton, Business Mana- 

ger: for their work. They had, 

Pierce said, already earned their 

salaries for the year. 

Vocational Aid 

The sum of $107,075 has been 
granted to the Wilmington Schools 
for Vocational Aid, by the Divi- 
sion of Occupational Education. 
under Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. This was a grant in which 
Wilmington received nothing last 
year, Pierce said. 

Wilmington’s schools. he ex- 
plained, are quite different in 
some respects from other 
schools, in that there is more 
vocational aid, and that the town 
does have some substantial pro- 
jects. 

The grant is for a five year 
period, and will be used in Home 
Economics studies, Nutritional 
Care, and Problems of Nutrition. 

Wilmington students will be going 
to the Tewksbury: State Hospital 
to participate in these studies

Board was unable to give. 

Chairman Morton Grant said 
that the Town Clerk has the 
copies of the amendments. all 
were given to her.
